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FUND FOR* THE REPUBLIC FINANCES FBI SMEAR 



Two months ago, the Ford Foundation's Fund for the Republic, in as- 
sociation with the American Broadcasting Company, commenced sponsoring a series 
of 13* television programs entitled, "Survival and Freedom." CYRUS STEPHEN 
EATON appeared on the Fund's* second: program on May 4, 1958 and was interviewed 
by MIKE WALLACE . EATON, a wealthy, aged, foreign-born industrialist, with a 
peculiar penchant for adopting the Soviet viewpoint, was the cat's-paw used by 
the- Fund-to* viciously- smear^the ^Federal Bureau of- Investigation. 

The immediate reaction of several Congressmen to EATON 1 s remarks was 
a rally to the defense v of the FBI, On May 8, 1958, the Honorable A. PAUL 
KITCHIN stated that. EATON, "Innocently or otherwise .. .has done much to in- 
gratiate himself to the international Communist conspiracy. Like the Soviebs, 
he (EATON) has not allowed the facts to influence his inane babblings." 7 
Congressman KITCHIN quoted an editorial from the Miami News of May 6, 19.58", 
in rebuttal of EATON's attack upon the FBI which concluded as follows: "Mr., 
EATON is noted as a, shrewd and capable businessman of vast interests. He has \ 
done his country a, disservice by his thoughtless and baseless charges against 
the FBI." (See. "Congressional Record", 5-8-58, page A4280.) 

According to the Congressional Record of May 12, 1958, Congressman 
GORDON H. SCHERER declared that "Canadian-born EATON again made a tremendous 
contribution to the Soviet cause when he viciously attacked the FBI arid^the * 
security systems of this Nation. . .EATON's scurrilous attack on the FBI and' our 
security system climaxes a series of his public utterances which are being 
beamed by the Soviet propaganda machine to the four corners of the earth.. Do 
not think that the Fund for the Republic did not put him on this program by 
design. It knew of EATON's previous pro-Russian positions. It is more than 
coincidence that in December of 1955, the official Russian Governmental organ, 
^Izvestia , hailed^EATON £br his expressions oh peaceful coexistence; that another 
organ of the Communist international apparatus, New Times , in October 1957, 
contained an article by EATON itv which he rapturously extols the virtues of 
the Soviet Union..." Vt^t"^^

Congressman SCHERER referred to a significant statement made by 
late GEORGI DIMITROV, a former instructor of the USSR's revolutionary Lenin 
School of Political Warfare, who taught that "one sympathizer i' generally 
worth more than a dozen militant Communists. ♦ .one who is outsu our (Communis 
ranks but defends Soviet international policy is worth more thf 1 a thousand 
party members." In drawing a comparison, Representative SCHERER stated while 
EATON is "not a Corxmunist , but who defends, as DIMITROV said, the Soviet Unior 
and Soviet international policy, is worth more than a thousand party members." 
On May 13, 1958, the Honorable PRINCE H. PRESTON added his voice to those 
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colleagues who expressed "righteous indignation at the 1 scurrilous attack!' 
launched by EATON against the FBI. Congressman PRESTON remarked: "In relbent 
years, EATON has won an eager following' of Iron* 1 Curtain officials. He haV 
entertained Soviet representatives at his country estate and has provided 
quotations for the Communist propaganda mills* . .He. • .has accused the United, 
States of baiting -the Russians and being primarily responsible for the tension 
whick exists between our- two 'countries. 11 ^ ? (See^ "Congressional Record", 5-13-58, 
page A4377.) 

In a resolution adopted by our 39th National. Convention, The American 
Legion called 'for a^ Congressional investigation of The Fund" 'f or the Republic 
and the cancellation of its tax-exempt status. On March 26, 1958, Congress- 
man FRANCIS E. WALTER, Chairman of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
(HUAC), sent a letter to the Secretary of the Treasury, transmitting a staff 
study and questioning the tax-exempt status of the Fund. The Committee's study 
pointed out that "while some projects of the Fund appear^ to be objectively 
presented, *the v majority of it s operations* are 'based *on j biased investigation ;andi 
result in findings wfiictv not-' only 'fail *to present' both/sides* of .a^given^question, 
but even further, actually conceal facts necessary for an honest understanding 
of the subject matter." 

Congressman WALTER charged in his letter that "the program of the 
Fund has been'pr-incipally one of action and not of education. Among its chief 
targets have been Congressional Investigations of Communism, Government security 
procedures, loyalty oaths- 'and regulation of ^immigration. The Fund has spent 
several million dollars opposing the* denial, of employment to security risks 
in Government and defense and other industries. The Fund has financed attacks 
upon newspapers, magazines and individuals- expressing positions with which it 
"disagrees. It has financed preparation and distribution of books, magazines 
and articles to influence legislation. The. Fund has also financed attacks, 
unsupported by competent evidence, upon the loyalty, integrity, intelligence 
and mental stability of ' all confidential informants of' the FBI who have testi- 
fied in public trials or proceedings." 

Replying to EATON'S assertions, RICHARD ARENS, Staff Director of the 
HUAC, was granted equal time on an ABC television program on May 19. ARENS 
announced* that EATON has been subpoenaed by the HUAC "for questioning about 
his attack on Federal Security agencies and his defense of some Soviet policies." 
Whii r e-stating-:that-EATON""is^not i a Communist"/, AREN£ J declared EATON "has extolled 
the virtues of the Soviet Union, attacked what Ke rather" curiously characterizes 
as the anti-Russian "belligerance of the United States and expresses his firm 
conviction that the masters of the Kremlin desire only peace." (See "The Evening 
Star", Washington, D. C, 5-20-58, page A-4.) 

In 1955, the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee published a re- 
port entitled, "Soviet Political Treaties and Violations." The Committee' 
studied '"nearly a thousand treaties and agreements. . .which the Soviets have 
entered into not only with the United States, but with countries all over the 
world. The staff found that in the 38 short years since the Soviet Union came 
into existence,, its Government had broken its word to virtually every country 
to which it ever gave a signed promise."

$100, 000 for rehabilitation and child welfare purposes. The Legion would, 
therefore, appreciate Madame Chiang Kai-Shek accepting the Legion's Auxiliary 
invitation as expeditiously as possible. Commander Gleason pointed out that 
Madame Chiang Kai-Shek would definitely be invited to address the full 
convention of the Legion following her address before the Auxiliary. She is to 
be given approximately 20 minutes. The time most suitable is Wednesday 
afternoon, September 3, 1958, following an address by former President 
Harry S. Truman, or Thursday morning, September 4, 1958. Gleason states 
that the Thursday morning time is preferable. He pointed out that the Legion's 
Auxiliary desires to receive Madame Chiang Kai-Shek's acceptance as expeditiously

During the 1958 Fall school term, EDWARD L. (NED) HAKCHETT, an iden- 
tified member of the Communist Party, who recently refused to testify before ' 
the House Committee on UnrAmerican Activities (HUAC) regarding alleged Party 
membership prior to 1951, is reportedly scheduled to teach elementary school 
children of military personnel assigned to the Hamilton Air .Force Base, a large 
installation located 20 miles north of San Francisco, California. HANCHETT was 
^ employed by the .San Jose. School District in July 1958 to "teach seventh grade 
stuaent§^in-|cpnceT,- mathenratic's/ah^ 

School in (San) Raphael village, "a government owned community" o f A i r" Force 
personnel adjacent to the Hamilton Air Force Base. (See "Union," Sacramento, 
California, 7-17-58.) 

A schoolteacher by profession, HANCHETT was born in Santa Tora, Cali- 
fornia, on May 13, 1912 and currently resides in Mill Valley, a town near the 
above mentioned base. A lifelong resident of California, he graduated from 
San Francisco State' College in 1935 with a Bachelor, of Arts' degree in education. 
During the period from 1935 to 1950, HANCHETT was employed in the public school 
system in the Sari Francisco area, serving in both elementary and high school' " 
teaching capacities.- From 1939 to 1942, he was a teacher and principal at the 
Santa Cruz County Elementary School. The latter part of the 1940' s, he did 
graduate work at the University of California and san Francisco* State College. 
According to the 1948 catalog of the Communist California Labor School, ; HANCHETT 
was listed as a "teacher of physics at that School."

3, the dismissal action came "despite the support of 65 parents* and Superin-

that HANCHETT 1 s "reasons for refusing to answer Committee questions 'insuf- 
ficient; 1 " find. JBoard, QhMrman ARTHUR. U2B0W .declared .feherB ^as, -"no -aiwgwfciona - _ \. 
that I^CHETT^had "been teaching Communist doctrine." (See "The Washington *

HANCHETT told the Board prior to its dismissal vote: "I have been 
immature. I am sorry. But I have searched my conscience and I have done 
nothing morally wrong, disloyal or criminal." HANCHETT claimed that he "re- 
fused to answer the HUAC's questions because he didn't wantrto 'name persons 
I believed to be innocent 1 ." In an executive session on May? J3-, 1958, the 
aforementioned Board decided "not.be rehire" HANCHETT for the Fall 1958 school 
term.

A new book entitled Notes on, a National Scandal .by prolific Communist 
writer ALBERT EUGENE KAHN, whose works "were made required reading for American 
prisoner?" held by the Chinese Communists during the Korean War, is due to be 
released by its publisher this month. KAHN,. an. identified Communist Party 
leader who "used a United States passport" extensively to attend Communist meetings 
abroad," has capitalized on the recent recantation of HARVEY M. MkTUSCW to 
attack the Federal Government's confidential security informant system, Congress- 
ional Investigating Committees, the Department of Justice and its investigative 
arm, the Federal Bureau of Investigation. (See Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee, Strategy and Tactics of World Communism, Part 12, 1955, pages 1188- 
1196; and Communist Passport Frauds, 1958, pages 64-67.) 

Investigation by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee in 1955 
revealed MATUSOW 1 s book False Witness was"a confection of falsehoods which 
was prepared under the direction of NATHAN WITT and ALBERT E. KAHN." The 
Senate Subcommittee reported the Communist "immediate goal" in publishing 
False Witness "was to secure new trials in the case of Communist leaders who 
had been convicted. Its broader and long range goalsswere to discredit Govern- 
* merit witnesses, the EieparEmerit of Justice, the Courts, the-FBT and Congressional 
Investigating Committees, and thus to immobilize the prosecution and investi- 
gation of the Communist conspiracy/ 1 

KAHN's Notes on a National Scandal is a compilation of his personal 
memorandums and other files pertaining to the preparation and publication of 
False Witness , On March 7 and 8, 1955, during the Senate Subcommittee's probe 
of the MATUSOW matter, KAHN appeared before the Subcommittee and invoked the 
Fifth Amendment "regarding his alleged Communist activities or affiliations." 
In addition to< being an identified Communist Party functionary, KAHN has sup- 
ported' over 25 of its front organizations and participated in activities in- 
volving, contacts with officials of Soviet Military Intelligence.

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Mr. Chairman, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen, and 
my fellow Legionnaires. It is a great pleasure for me to be here. I am very 
happy to have the opportunity to speak to the Legionnaires and Auxiliary members 
of the Department of the District of Columbia. 

I know that many of the members of this fine Department are career 
employees of the United States Government. And as^ such, ^our membership, and 
thus your identification, with The American Legion, and with, what it stands for is, 
very important. 

This is. true for many reasons. But it is true particularly because 
The American Legion stands above all things' for Americanism, for patriotism and 
for good citizenship. And these are qualities which are necessary to. every 
government employee in the fulfillment of his duties and obligations. The American: 
Legion is proud of its members who serve their country in. the Civil Service and in 
the regular establishments of the Arnied, Forces. 

Because 1 1 am speaking tonight in. the city which, is. the seat of our 
National. Government, and to a group which has much, to dp with carrying on' the 
work of that Government, I am going to use the occasion to discuss with you a most 
serious problem. A problem which is causing great concern in The American 
Legion and in the minds of thinking Americans. 

It is hoped that you: will conclude that my remarks warrant your 
careful thought and positive action: because the subject matter affects profoundly your 
future' and the future of your children in the days ahead. (pause)

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"la the last analysis', the' outcome of the struggle will be' 
determined by the fact that Russia, India, et cetera,' 
constitute the overwhelming majority of the population, 
of the gbbe. " 

"There is. . . . antagonism between America and the rest 
of the capitalist world. " 

"The practical task of the Communist policy is to take 
advantage of this: hostility and to incite one against the 
other. " 

These, Ladiefs and Gentlemen", are the words of V. I. Lenin, the 

Chief Prophet, the self-appointed interpreter of the Gospel of Marx. and. EngeL?-- 

known also ,as the Communist Manifestor. And less you should jperhaps dismiss 

them as the empty oratory of a man, thirty years dead, I will make them current by 

quoting, from one whose name is iriyour newspapers every day. In September,, 1955, 

Nikita; Khrushchev, the Premier of the Soviet Union', said this:, 

"If anyone, thinks that our smiles mean the .abandonment 
of the teachings of Marx, Engles and Lenin, he is deceiving, 
.himself cruelly. " 

And it is also a matter of record that William Z. Foster, long time 
leader of the Communist Party of the United States has said without equivocation' 
the following: 

"Thus: for the United States as well as other countries, the 
Soviet Union, is a. plain indicator of the society that jLs: to be. . . . 
It foreshadows the broad lines along which, the future Soviet 
America will develop. ..." 

"The American, revolution, when: the workers, have finally 
seized power will develop even more swiftly in all its 
phases than, has the Russian revolution. This is because 
in: the United. States objective conditions are .more, ripe for 
revolution than they were in. old Russia. " 
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"The American. Soviet government will join with, the 
other Soviet governments in a world. Soviet Union." 

"The American. Soviet government will be: the dictatorship 
of the proletariat. " 

"Under the dictatorship all capitalist parties— Republican, 
Democratic, Progressive, Socialists, ef cetera, — will be 
! liquidated, the Communist Party functioning alone. ... 

Likewise, will be dissolved all other organizations that are? 
political props of the bourgeois rule, including chambers of 
commerce, employers' associations, rotary clubs, American. 
Legion, Y.M. C.A., and suchfraternal orders as the Masons, 
Odd Fellows, Elks, Knights of Columbus, etcetera." 

This is. the same Mr. Foster who predicted not long ago' that his 
grandson 1 will live' in a' Communist United States." 

Now, iit listening to what I have to tell you, please remember this: 
The communists in Moscow, the leaders of the Great International conspiracy, are 
well satisfied with, their progress to date toward the realization, of the words of their 
great Prophet, Lenin, and his American echo, Foster. In the 41 years since it 
achieved power in. Russia, communism has. conquered one-fourth, of the World's land 
surface, 17 Nations, and one-third of all the men on Earth. And e^en better, from 
their standpoint, they have good reason to\be .satisfied with their' progress toward 
Lenin's final goalr-the conquest of the last Bastion of Capitalism, the United States 
of America. 

At the moment, the principal basis for their satisfaction is a recently 
noticeable relaxation' on; the part of the American people over .the state of the Nation's 
internal security. This dangerous tendency has, in my opinion, developed to the 
point where it has become alarming. The safety of our country urgently required that 
it be reyersed, and it is my firm intention, to enlist the active support of every 
American Legionnaire and of every patriotic citizen to that end. 

- a- 
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Having made these statements, I think it is: important that I tell you, 
why I am so. concerned. Here are some of the factors: which seem to be encouraging 
in increasing public apathy toward the threat of communism. 

First, the people have observed, and I fear they have been deceived 
by .an apparent dissension within the Communist Party in. the United States. This 
split in communist ranks began to .appear following the revelation, of Stalin' S. crimes, 
and it was aggravated by the brutal Soviet suppression' of the Hungarian uprising. 
ShockecTby these events, many of the Party's weaker members resigned. 
Disillusionment-extended even into the ranks .of Party leaders. Public resignations 
from the Party, of men like Author Howard Fast and former Daily Worker .editor 
John Gates, seem to Jiaye led many citizens to believe that the Party is falling apart. 
Believe me, nothing could.be further from the truth. The. only significance of what L 
has. happened within theParty is that it has discarded its wavering members and 
reduced itself to .a hard core of dedicated, militant members whose allegiance to. 
the Soviet Union is unquestioned. Observe the increased activity of the Party 
leadership; activity being carried .on in am atmosphere of apparent public indifference. 
In this favorable climate, the Party can. proceed to rebuild its membership and ta 
train them, in all of the latest approved revolutionary tactics. And this, I am 
convinced, is exactly what is being done. 

But there is another ^ an even more disturbing, factor with which we 
must concern ourselves. Though I am reluctant to do so, I believe it is necessary 
for me to call to your attention, certain, rulings which have been issued by the 
Supreme Court of the United States during the past two' years. The effect of these 
rulings has been to nullify laws and to upset regulations designed to .protect the 
.nation from subversion. 

-4- 
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For. example, let us consider for a moment the effect of the court's, 
decision in. the case of Pennsylvania versus Steve Nelson. That decision, has, in 
fact, rendered invalid the Anti-Sedition, Laws of 42 stated and of. Alaska and Hawaii. 
The court has. ruled, iit essence, that the individual states' do not have power to 
protect themselves, from seditious acts committed within their borders, .but must 
instead rely upon, the Federal Government to do so. This, I fear, is a dangerous 
.breach of aitalready delicate Federal-State relationship; 

Here is another example: In. the- case of fourteen. California communists 
versus the United States, the court ruled that teaching and advocating the forcible 
overthrow of our. Government, even "with. evil intent, " to use the, court's own, words, 
is not punishable' under the Smith, Act as long as it was "divorced from any effort to 
instigate action, to that end. " Ll effect, this decision has rendered impossible 
effective enforcement of the SmitkAct. 

Still another example: In the case of John.S. Service versus John 
Foster Dulles, thee court reversed two Federal courts which, had refused to set aside 
the discharge of Service by the State -Department. In this case, the' FBI had a 
recording of a conversation between Service.and an. editor of the Pro-Communist 
magazine Ameralsia, inwhichService spoke of plans which were, according, to the 
Government "very secret. " This, decision effectively deprived the Government of the 
power to hire and fire employees on the basis of "the best interest of the United 
States." 

The general effect of these and a number of other, decisions of the 
court, Jias been, to' disrupt the entire Internal Security Program of the Government; 
a program designed to protect the people against dangers from within our borders. 



Now' I wish to. make my next point very clear. The American Legion 
does' not advocate, nor would it sanctionnor participate in. any action which, would 
interfere to the' slightest extent with the carefully conceived balance established by 
the designers of our constitution between, the Executive, Legislative and Judicial 
Branches of the Federal Government. The American. Legion subscribes. absolutely 
to the proposition, that Americans live under a rule of Law, and that this rule is the 
strongest protection, of their' rights; as free men. 

At the sa:me time, I believe it is necessary for me to say in all 
seriousness that The' American. Legion, does not agree that the' tenor, of recent 
decisions of. the Supreme Court dealing with the subject of .communism and of 
Internal Security are calculated to safeguard the welfare of the whole people, which, 
is what they are' supposed to do. I submit that actions which materially obstruct 
the efforts of the' Government to protect itself from subversion cannot possibly be 
justified by labelling them constitutional interpretation. Further, to question, the 
' right of Congress, binf orm itself about the security of theiNation through the' work 
of the investigating committees is,, iri our judgment, an outright trespass, by the 
Judicial Branch, into the area reserved by the. constitution to, the chosen representatives 
of the' people. And yet, this has been the exact effect of recent court decision's. 

And there are further complications affecting the work of those who 
bear responsibility for maintaining the Internal Security of the Nation. In a 5 to 4 

♦ 

decision issued on. June 16 of this year, the Supreme Court ruled that "the\State 
Department cannot deny passports on. grounds of communist beliefs or associations." 
The' end result of this, decision. has been to let down, the bars and permit unrestricted 
traffic into and out of the United States by CommunistBarty leaders, students, 
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couriers and other agents of the' communist conspiracy, vdipse avowed aim is to 
promote revolution. 

To facilitate the transmittal of orders and instructions within a 
group which is dedicated to' the destruction of the Government would seem to be 
sheer folly. Yet this is the position, in which, we find ourselves today. 

And this is still not all. Although 8 years have elapsed since the 
passage of the Internal Security Act of 1950,. the communists, have succeeded iri 
preventing its enforcement through, a long : drawn out litigation: in. the courts. In. 
April, 1953, the' Subversive' Activities Control Board issued an, order requiring, 
the Communist Party to comply with the Act, and to register as the'.afeent of a 
Foreign Government—which is what it is. But believe it or not, that order has. 
still not been enforced. 




I submit that it is unthinkable that the: will of Congress to restrict 
the activities, of the Communist Party in the: interest of the National Security should 
be blocked in the name of Justice. 

It was.not.more than a. few days ago' that I felt it necessary to* issue 
.a. statement in which, I commented on what appears to be a curiously well coordinated 
effort jiownnder way to discredit the FBI and its.Director, J. Edgar Hopver. 
.Consider the contrast, Latiies arid Gentlemen'. At our recent National Convention 
in Chicago', The American Legion commended the FBI and Mr, Hoover for their 
nntiring work to protect the Nation, from subversion; At about the \same time, a 
magazine titled "The Nation" featured an: article attempting to discredit the FBI. 
And reporters of the"NeW York. Post'newspaper have recently been. contacting former 
FBI Agents, seeking to obtain from them derogatory material oil Mr. Hoover. 

-7 - 
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For The- American Legion, I am proud to say that we retain our 
confidence in the FBI and its distinguished Director, and that we shall continue to 
support and ertcourage their work. 

Now, Ladies, and Gentlemen, I have attempted to draw for you. a. 
picture of where. America finds itself today, closely engaged as it is, in a life; and 
death struggle with an enemy who has.sworn, according to'his own recorded- words, 
to achieve our destruction. 

To conclude' my presentation in. a constructive manner, I have a, 
number of suggestions to offer. They compose a program of action, for which, I 
earnestly seek the support .of every Legionnaire and of every American, who loves 
his Country and hates communism. 

The American Legion, asksior these things: 

1. Governmental control over the issue of passports to known subversives. 

2. Effective Anti-Subversive Legislation, which will counteract the 
nullifying actions of recent court decisions. 

3. Strict 'governmental control of the influx of communist propaganda 
from .aboard. 

4. .Continuous exposure of the fraudulent claim of the Communist P,arty 
that it. is a legitimate political party independent of the Soviet Union. 

5. The Mocking of communist, efforts to Jialt the work of the congressional 
investigating committees, particularly in.the feld of subversion. 

6. Defense .of American law enforcement from scurrilous, unwarranted 
attacks designed. to render ineffective its counter subversive work. 
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T. Continuous reminders, to the- American people that communism 
is dedicated to our' destruction and that peaceful co-existence is 
communist double-talk which to them means, peaceful submission 
by a demoralized. America;. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, and my fellow Legionnaires, tnis program 
will not destroy communism. It will merely enable us to maintain a bare surviving 
level of. internal security. Communism will not be destroyed until it is rejected by 
mankind as. a barren', derelict, pseudo-philosophy, conceived iit the mind of a. madman: 
and applied by ruthless criminals whose only pleasure" utlife has been, the creation; of 
human misery for the unfortunate peoples who have' fallen;, under their control. 

Communism will riot be' destroyed until it is replaced irithe lieatrts of 
men by the love of. God. 

Tonight, I call The American Legion to a. renewed crusade against 
this deadly enemy of our Country. As communism pictures itself to be the vanguard 
of the proletariat, I call, upon The American Legion to be the vanguard of Democracy. 
The' time is at hand for our organization ta assert its. leadership iit the war against 
communism in America. 

Let those, who will, cravenly talk.of "getting. along" and "meeting them 
halfway" and of being careful not to "burn our bridges behind us. " 

I believe that I speak for every Legionnaire when I say, "for our part 
we will holdfast to' God and Country and to the precious rights of man— rights, which 
were wom and preserved on a thousand battlefields andior which, we stand ready to 
fight again. , " r

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We 'shall winr-this -we. know. Because God is on. the side of the 
right. With confidence in.,Him .and in our .own moral strength, let ug work 
together—to, avoid apathy, to instill vigilance' and courage and determination^ 
in. the minds and hear,ts^ of qiir people. This" is the crusade toivhichl call. you. 
It iff my humble, hope! that you will joiitme.

COMMUNISM ON OUR NORTHERN BORDER 

Evidence of increased activity by the Minnesota-Dakotas District of 
the Communist Party, U.S.A., is reflected in recent editions of the Party's 
official organs, The Worker and Political Affairs . Last month, the Minnesota- 
Dakotas District was praised by WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, General Manager of The 
Worker , for its enthusiastic and "devoted support" in a subscription campaign 
conducted by the Party's Freedom of the Press Committee which .success fjully^ , ^ 
^doubted; The , Worker 1 s total circulation in that area. Iri his column on page 15 
of the April 6, 1958 edition, PATTERSON declared that the District "has an 
honor , spot in ( The Worker's nation-wide) subscription drive." (See "The Worker", 
3-30-58, pages 2 and 15.) 

The May 1597 issue of Political Affairs contained a 17 -page report 
entitled, "Communist Activity Today: A Program for Minnesota", prepared by 
the Minnesota State Board and National. Convention Delegation and "unanimously 
endorsed" by the Minnesota State Convention of the Communist Party. As the 
title implied, the important directive outlined with objectives of the Comnu- 
nist Party apparatus in that State for 1957 and 1598. In a section of the report 
titled "The Minnesota. Centennial! 1 , the Communist directive discussed the Party's 
role in observing the "100th Anniversary of Minnesota Statehood" in May ,1958 
and urged full Communist "participation" in the celebration. 

Plotting -to infiltrate and subvert the Minnesota Centennial, the 
report stated the Communists "will recall the early pioneers who opened the 
land-,^forests and mines. But we will emphasize the political pioneering of 
IGNATIUS DONNELLY; CHARLES LINDBERGH, SR., HENRY TEIGAN, the LeSUEURS, FLOYD 
B. OLSON and many others yet unrecognized for their work. We hope there also 
will be a progressive People's Centennial Committee that will use the balance 
of 1957 to .organize this kind of commemoration at^j^th whicb 
to cooperate. Our unique task should be to record the depth and breadthuof 
radicalism, socialist aspirations and Marxist activity during these hundred 
years and to project their continuation and- development into the years ahead." 

An organization called the People's Centennial Book Committee was 
recently formed in .-Minneapolis. According to The Minneapolis Star of March 
27, 1958, the, following were listed as officers of the Committee: MISS 
MERIDEL LeSUEUR, Chairman;, ELMER A, BENSON, Honorary Co-Chairman; MRS. SUSIE 
STAGEBERG, Honorary Co-Chairman; EDITH DAVIS, Secretary and .ELMER* BORMAN, 
Treasurer, The Committee has been engaged in compiling a 50-page booklet en- 
titled, The People Together , which will contain essays, poems, ballads and 
farm stories. MISS. LeSUEUR recently requested funds from the Minnesota State- 
hood Centennial Commission to finance publication of 2,000 copies of her bpok- 
l^t. On,,March 26, 1958, State, Representative PETER S. POPOVICH, Chairman of 
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the Commission, announced that MISS LeSUEUR 1 s request '-'will be denied" and 
stated the "People's Centennial Book Committee'. . .has no official or unofficial 1 
connection with the Commission or its volunteer Committees." 

Representative POPOVICH said "it is obvious that the group is not 
representative of Minnesota and I would doubt the objectivity of the book it 
puts out." MISS LeSUEUR and her Committee recently acquired publicity from 
an unexpected source when a large color photograph showing her examining old 
newspapers in the State Historical Society in St. Paul, Minnesota, was published 
m page one of the March 24, 1958 edition of the St. Paul Pioneer Press. (See 
'The Minneapolis Star", 3-27-58.) 

FACTS BEHIND THE BOOK COMMITTEE 

MISS LeSUEUR and her, father, ARTHUR LeSUEUR, have both been identi- 
fied as members of revolutionary organizations. ARTHUR LeSUEUR, now de- 
fc „ ceased, ^a§^Yone?o£- -the founders of the ^Industrial .Workers ^of the World (IWW) 
^ J and was jailed* It'kinot (iiorth^Dakota) for IWW rioting." -During the mft-1900's-, 

-he was listed as Vice-President of The People's College of Fort Scott, Kansas. 
In a letter written to a student on the stationery of The People's College, 
dated January 12, 1916, ARTHUR LeSUEUR said: "At any rate, Comrade, you can 
rest assured, now and for all time, that we are Yours for the Revolution." 
EUGENE V. DEBS was Chancellor of The People's College and J. I; SHEPPARD was 
listed as its President. (See Special Committee to Investigate Communist 
Activities in the United States, Investigation of Communist Propaganda, Part 
1, Volume No. 4, 1930, page 156; and "Looking Forward", 1954, pages 33-41.) 

Currently residing at 1769 Colfax Avenue, South, Minneapolis, Minn- 
esota, MISS MERIDEL LeSUEUR is listed as a historian, teacher and writer. Her 
published works include: North Star Country (a collection of short stories); 
The River Road (a tale of Lincoln for young people); and The Crusaders (a 
biography of ARTHUR and MARIAN LeSUEUR.) Reports and hearings of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities reflects that MISS LeSUEUR has been a 
member of the Communist Party and for years a continuous supporter of many of 
its front organizations. (See "Daily Worker", 2-29-56, page 6; "The Minneapolis 
Star", 3-27-58 and HUAC, Annual Report of the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities for the Year 1953, page 118. ) 

•Among ^her extens iver af f Hlat ions nduring. the -1930 !.s: *and«094{X!.s~ were* 
the following: Committee of Professional Groups for Browder and Ford, Congress 
of American Revolutionary Writers, League of American Writers, National Com- 
mittee for the Defense of Political Prisoners, National Federation for Consti- 
tutional Liberties, World Peace Congress, New Masses , and the Sunday Worker 
(weekend edition of the defunct Daily Worker.) (See Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities, Appendix IX, 1944, pages 641, 655, 968, 1177, 1250, and 
1351; HUAC, Report on the Communist Peace Offensive, 1951, page 111; and HUAC, 
Communist Political Subversion, Part 2, 1956, page 7403.) 

In 1952 MISS LeSUEUR was listed as a Vice Chairman of the Committee 
to Defend Alexander Trachtenberg and was Secretary of the aforementioned 
Minnesota Freedom of the Press Committee ♦ According to the March 27, 1958 
edition of The Minneapolis Star, MISS LeSUEUR was 'Ja former head of a Freedom 
of the Press Committee to which Minnesota Communist Party officials have said 
they give 'consistent support 1 ," During January 1953, MISS LeSUEUR signed an 
appeal on behalf of the subversive Families of Smith Act Victims and in October 
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of that year, wrote an article for March of Labor , a defunct "instrument of 
the Communist Party." in 1954 she contributed an article to a book entitled 
Looking Forward, which commemorated the "occasion" of the 30th anniversary of 
International Publishers, an official publishing house of the Party. MISS 
LeSUEUR has been affiliated with two Communist publications during 1957 and 
1958. She is currently listed as a Contributing Editor of Mainstream and has 
written articles which appeared in the May 12, 1957, July 14, 1957 and January 
5, 1958 editions of The Worker . (See "Daily Worker", 1-27-53, page 3; "National 
Republic", October 1952, page 33; and HUAC, Report on the March of Labor, 1954; 
page 16.) - ' 

ELMER A. BENSON, Honorary Co-chairman of the People's Centennial 
Book Committee, was identified as a member of the Communist Party before recent 
proceedings of the Subversive Activities Control Board. His affiliations with 
Communist front organizations andipublications include the following: American 
Peace Crusade, Civil Rights Congress, Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern 
Policy*- World- 'Peace Congress, ,National;;Lawyers-Gui-ld;- Soviet-^Russia-Todav. 
American -Peace 'Mobilization; League of American Writers and Workers Alliance. 
(See HUAC, Report, .Communist Political Subversion, 1957, page 15.) 

According to 1958 letterheads, BENSON is a sponsor of the American 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Born and a member of the Board of Directors 
of the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, Inc. Both BENSON and 
MRS. SUSIE STAGEBERG, another Honorary Co-Chairman of the People's Centennial 
Book Committee, have been "long identified with the progressive Party", a de- 
funct Communist political front organization. (See "The Minneapolis Star", 
3-27-58; and HUAC, Guide to Subversive Organizations and, Publications, 1957. 
page 74.) ' 



CHANGE IN COMMUNIST LEADERSHIP IN MINNESOTA 

On March 27, 1958, CARL EDWIN RAS I, alias CARL ROSS, of 1126 Plymouth 
North, Minneapolis, resigned as Secretary of the Minnesota Communist Party. 
He reportedly has been associated with the Party since 1934 and served as 
Secretary of .the Minnesota apparatus since 1947.

THE CASE OF THE LITTLE RED SCHOOL HOUSE. INC. 

At a dinner commemorating the 25th anniversary of The Little Red 
School House held at the Plaza Hotel in New York City on February 28 1958 
the private institution was commended "for its work in 'searching out new paths 
for the training of free- citizens'." The Little Red School House is listed as 

an independent nonprofit educational institution chartered and accredited by 
the Board of Regents of the State of New York." Having a total enrollment of 
over 4,00 children, the school operates two divisions in New York'City, namely 

a nursery and elementary school through the sixth grade at 196 Bleecker Street, 
/« t S\ Elizabe th Irwin High School, grades 7 'to 12, at 40 Charlton Street." 
(See 'The .New York Times", 3-1-58, second section, page 1; and Senate Internal 




Security Subcommittee, Subversive Influence^ in the Educational Process, Part 
7, 1953, page 792.) 

DR # RANDOLPH BELMONT SMITH,, Director of The Little Red School House, 
appeared before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on September 24, 
1952 and invoked the Fifth* Amendment when questioned regarding membership, 
training and other activities in the Communist Party • DR. SMITH testified he 
has "never inquired into the political beliefs of teachers, because" he felt 
that was a 'Violation, ♦ .of the basic cornerstones of our American democracy." 
He stated: "my basic: thesis would be, whether we like Communism or whether 
we don't like Communism, that the moral responsibility that we have is to ex- 
plore honestly and frankly any problem which concerns the minds of children 
and J the minds of men." (See Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, Subversive 
Influence in the Educational Process,, Part 1, 1952, pages 19,3-199.) 

In 1940, DR. SMITH signed a statement defending the Conanunist Party, 
U.S.A., and an appeal on behalf of the subversive National Federation for 
Constitutional Liberties. That same year he signed a petition urging dis- 
continuance of the Special Committee on Un-American Activities which was under 
the auspices of the American Committee for Democracy and Intellectual, Freedom. 
According to the Daily Worker of October 25, 1949, page 3, DR. SMITH and others 
wired the United States Attorney General urging "reasonable bail" for 11 Com- 
munist Party leaders convicted under the Smith Act. (See Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Appendix IX, 1944, pages 332, 1126,' and 1237.) 

During 1952 DR. SMITH signed an appeal requesting the President to 
grant amnesty to imprisoned Communist leaders and was listed as a member of 
the Independent Voters for Corliss Lamont Committee. CORLISS LAMONT, an iden- 
tified Communist, was then an American Labor Party candidate for the United 
States Senate. In 1956, DR. SMITH signed a statement "asking the New York 
City Board of Education and the Board of Higher Education to 'correct the in- 
justices done to teachers deprived of due process as defined in the (HARRY) 
SL0CH0WER decision 1 ...the intrusion of Federal Investigating Committees into 
the schools arid colleges and subsequent dismissals without =regard to consti- 
tutional rights or tenure provisions. . .impair academic morale..." (See "Daily 
Worker", 10-17-52, page 8; 12-10-52, .page 4; "Firing Line", 9-1-57, page 3; 
and "National Guardian", 5-14-56, page 8.)

\ peared before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee the same day DR. SMITH* 

I testified, and also invoked the Fifth Amendment when asked about past or pre-

NORMAN STUDER, a current Trustee and former teacher of The Little

STUDER "was identified as a long- time member of the* Communist Party. " STUDER, 
a Director* of Camp Woodland in , Phoenicia , r Ulster County, New York, told this 
State Committee "that his* philosophic beliefs could not be separated from his 
work in training children." 

HUBERT" T. DELANY, a current Trustee of The Little Red School House, 
was listed as a H 1957 member of the Board of Directors of the National Assoc- 
iation for the Advancement of Colored People. According to the Congressional 
Record of February 23,, ,1956, pages 3235 and 3236,, DELANY has been affiliated 
with 'the following subversive organizations: Council on African Affairs, Am- 
erican Legion for Peace and Democracy, Lawyers Committee on ^American Relations 
with Spain and the North American Committee to Aid Spanish Democracy. In 1947, 
he was listed as a Director of the George Washington Carver School, which was 
cited as an adjunct of the Communist Party" by the United States Attorney 
General. DELANY was elected to the Executive Board of the National Lawyers

LEFT-WING ACTIVITIES ON OUR CAMPUSES, PART II 

DR WILLIAM. EDWARD BURGHARDT DuBOIS, an identified member of the 
Communist Party and a supporter of many of its front organizations, spoke be- 
fore a '[capacity audience" on March 31, 1958 at the Andrew Rankin Chapel of 
Howard University in Washington, D. C. Established by an Act of Congress in 
1867, Howard University is "jointly supported by Congressional appropriations 
and private funds" and functions under the United States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. (See "The Washington Post and Times Herald", 4-1-58, 
page B-9; "Firing Line", 8-15-57, pages 1 and 2 and "United States Government 
Organization Manual," 1957-58, page 341.) 

Declaring "the colonial peoples of the world must adopt a Socialistic 
form of government if they are to free themselves from continued exploitation 
by outside powers", DuBOIS said, "Socialism will inevitably become the dominant 
philosophy of government throughout the world. He based this prediction upon 
what- he called 'the eyitable aim of civilization, that of giving to each what 
'he heeds and demanding from* each what he, can give best 1 .*" DuBOIS remarked 
"Today, the United States is fighting, world progress, progress which must be 
made toward Socialism and against colonialism and war. The Nation is headed 
wrong. It is not the first time a nation has been wrong,, but it may be the 
last.", (See "The Evening Star" (Washington, D. C), 4-2-58, page A-5.) « 

Firing "Line readers' should carefully note that there are actually 
two distinct meanings of the word "Socialism." The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States has. defined Socialism as practiced in countries having free arid 
democratic elections as "government ownership and operation of the means of 
production," FBI Director J. EDGAR HOOVER, in his recent book, Masters of 
Deceit , provided an excellent definition of the other meaning of Socialism, 
as an Aesopian term frequently used by the Soviet Union and its Communist 
Parties throughout the world. According to MR. HOOVER, this type of "Socialism 
refers to, the first or lower stage of Communism, which is the transitory period 
between the seizure of power and the higher or final phase of Communism." 

On March 2, 1958, DuBOIS was honored at a reception attended by 
1,000 guests commemorating his 90th birthday, which was held at the Hotel 
Roosevelt in New York City. This affair was sponsored by an organization 



known under various titles as the DuBois* Birthday Reception, The *DuBois Fund 
and Friends & Neighbors of Dr. DuBois. The< temporary mailing address of the 
group was 100 West 23rd Street, New York 11, New York, Our May 1, 1958 
Firing Line reported that both the offices of the Liberty Book Club and Cameron 
Associates are located at this address. (See "National Guardian 11 , 2-10-58, 
page 10; and "The New York Times", 3-4-58, page C-16.) 

A leaflet distributed by the DuBois Birthday Reception contained a 
statement that DR. M0RDECAI JOHNSON, President of Howard University, recently 
remarked "that DuBOIS has 'been the greatest influence in my life and con- 
tinues to be 1 ." During the reception, DuBOIS received a gift of $5,0.00 which 
was raised by the aforementioned organization "headed by ANGUS CAMERON and 
MRS. PAUL ROBESON." The, celebration featured many greetings which DuBOIS had 
received throughout the world- including those* representatives of the Iron 
Curtain Governments of the Soviet Union, East Germany, Bulgaria and Communist 
China. (See "The New York Times", 2-23-58,, page L-18; and 3-4-58, page C-16.) 

ON THE ENTERTAINMENT FRONT 

On March 3, 1958, the Supreme Court of the United States dismissed 
a $50,000,000 suit filed by 23 Hollywood actors, directors, producers and 
writers who accused leading Hollywood motion picture producer organizations 
of conspiring with the House Committee on Un-American Activities to "black- 
list" them from employment. The suit was originally dismissed by the Los 
Angeles (California) County Superior Court which ruling was subsequently up- 
held by the California State Court of Appeals and the California Supreme 
Court. Appealing to the United States Supreme Court, the 23 petitioners asked 
for a "court order directing the film industry to lift the alleged 'blacklist 1 
against them." (See "The Tablet", 3-8-58, page 1.) 

The January 15, 1957 Firing Line identified 18 of the following 23 
unsuccessful petitioners as having invoked the Fifth and other Constitutional 
Amendments when questioned regarding Communist Party membership before the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities in 1951: MICHAEL WILSON, GALE

On October 25, 1957, the national organization of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) filed an Amicus Curiae brief with the Supreme Court on 
behalf of the petitioners .(Michael Wilson, et al.) The ACLU claimed evidence 
indicated "the House Committee on Un-American Activities overstepped its 
authority in 'blacklisting 1 " the 23. Listed as Counsel for the ACLU brief 
were ABRAHAM LINCOLN WIRIN and ROWLAND WATTS. WIRIN, an. attorney for JOHN 
WILLIAM and SYLVIA CAMPBELL POWELL (who are on trial for seditious activities t 
affecting the Armed Forces of the United States during the Korean War), re- 
cently returned from Communist China with "evidence?" alleging that our Armed 
Forces participated in germ warfare during the war. The national office of 
the ACLU has declared that WIRIN* in ££ tin g as counsel for the POWELLS, is 
not representing the ACLU in the case. (See "Firing Line", 3-1-57, pages

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RACIAL AGITATION IN THE NATION'S CAPITAL 

On, April 27, 1958, the Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc., 
(SCEF) sponsored a public meeting entitled, Conference on Voting Restrictions 
in Southern States, held at the Asbury Methodist Church, 11th and K Streets, 
in Washington, D. C. Attended by "an interracial audience 11 of 800 persons, 
the program included reports on alleged "Negro voting curbs in 8 Southern 
States. 11 The meeting was coordinated by the SCEF for the purpose of providing 
Congress and* the newly formed (Federal) Civil Rights Commission "with inform- 
ation on Negro voting restrictions in the South." (See "The Washington Post 
and Times Herald", 4-28-58, page A-9; and "The Sunday Star" (Washington, D.C.)> 
4-27-58, page A-37.) 

Exposed in previous issues of the Firing Line , the SCEF is a successor 
of the defunct Communist-front, Southern Conference for Human Welfare.. Listed 
by the Senate, Internal Security Subcommittee as a "national (Communist) front 
organization" in 1956, the SCEF claims to have the "support of people, white and 
Negro, in all of the 17 Southern and border States and the District of Columbia." 
The SCEF recently stated its operation is "managed by a 65-member Board of Di- 
rectors" supplemented by 107 "prominent citizens" who serve on SCEF's Advisory 
and Medical Advisory Committees. Reportedly "financed by voluntary contributions", 
the SCEF' s national office is located at 822 Perdido Street, New Orleans 12, 
Louisiana. The SCEF currently publishes a four-page monthly bulletin called 
The Southern Patriot , which was also the former organ of the aforementioned 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare. (See SCEF leaflet, "Give Decency A Chance 
in the South" and "Firing Line", 7-1-55, and 4-1-58.) 

AUBREY W. WILLIAMS of Montgomery,, Alabama, president of the SCEF, de- 
livered the keynote address at the Conference. WILLIAMS predicted "the Negro 
struggle today may force a realignment of the major political parties -pushing 
the 'Southern oligarchy 1 of the Democratic Party and the 'right wing 1 of the 
Republican Party into one faction and the the 'liberals 1 of both parties into 
another.- f We must aim at political reform in the South and force the liberal 
Southerners in the Senate and House to cease their playing footsie with the 
BYRDS and the TALMADGES and the EASTLANDS 1 ♦" WILLIAMS 1 affiliations with sub- 
versive groups were reported in the November 1, 1957 Firing Line . (See "The 
Washington Post and Times Herald", 4-28-58, page A-9.)

In 
an adopted resolution, the Conference also stated "that voting curbs f call 
for immediate remedial action by the Executive and Legislative branches of

According to a letterhead of the SCEF's Conference on Voting Re- 
strictions in Southern States, dated April 1958, the organization's temporary 
address was located at 950 Mississippi Avenue, S. E., Washington 20, D. C. 
Listed among the officers of the Conference were the following: BISHOP EDGAR 
A. LOVE, Conference Chairman; FRANCIS A. GREGORY, Chairman, Committee on Local 
Arrangements; DR. C. HERBERT MARSHALL II, Chairman, Publicity Committee; DR.- 
WALTER E. HAGER, Youth Committee; HUBERT LECKIE, Art Committee; HARRY B. 
MERICAN, Chairman, Program Committee; DR* CHARLES H. THOMPSON and MRS. MURIEL

Theuj.i 
Ford Foundation for the purpose of increasing "opportunities and materials for 
liberal adult education." Presently a news analyst over Radio Station KPFA-FM 
in San Francisco, ROGER announced he "intends to pursue studies in the field 
of communication at the University of California in Berkeley with emphasis on 
problems of the communication of ideas between labor union leadership and rank 
and file members."

ROGER, who is 43 and a resident of Berkeley, graduated from the 
University of California in 1938.

THE CASE OF AN ACCREDITED UNITED NATIONS CORRESPONDENT 

On August 12, 1958, the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee (SISS) 
commenced public hearings on the subject of "whether Communist activities are 
being carried on by American citizens accredited to the United Nations as cor- 
respondents." In stating that his Subcommittee was "properly interested in, 
the question," SISS Chairman JAMES 0. EASTLAND declared "members of the press 
Have ~ rid ^Wa£^^ from general laws relating to subversive activities^ 

and espionage than the members of any other profession." Appearing before 
the ^SISS on the above date was A. G. MEZERIK (also known as AVRUM MEZERICK, f ; 
AVRAHAM MEZERICK, AAVRAHM MEZERIK, AVRAHM MEZERIK and MAS (Ml of 15 Washington 
piace, New York City. (See "The Sun," /Baltimore, Maryland/, 8-13-58, page- 7.) 

MSZERIK, born in Toledo, Ohio, on April 17, 1901, repeatedly invoked , 
the First, Fifth, Ninth and Tenth Amendments to the United States Constitution 
when questioned whether he "has, been an active member of the Communist Party." 
He also refused to state "whether he ever has engaged in espionage or .whether, ^ 
he currently is engaged in activities having as their objective the forcible , 
overthrow of the Government." Declining to testify before the SISS regarding/ 
his current occupation ± MEZERIK reportedly told newsmen that he is the Editor L . 
of International Review Service , a newsletter specializing in United Nations, 
affairs. MEZERIK also admitted to reporters "he was not and never has been 
a Communist." (See "The Evening Star," /Washington, D. Cj, 8rl3-58, page A-14Y) 

Preceding MEZERIK 1 s uncooperative appearance, WILLIAM P. GERNAEY test- 
ified before the SISS "he had known MEZERIK as an active worker for Communist- 
causes in the Detroit (Michigan) area in the 1930 f s. GERNAEY said he had Seen 
present at many closed meetings of the Communist Party at which MEZERIK was 
present^ and that MEZERIK had entertained top officials of the Party in his. ^ 
^tiome." Testimony of GERNAEY alsd' revealed that while MEZERIK resided in" ~ 
Detroit, MEZERIK operated a business organization called National Advertised 
Foods of 1965 Porter Street, which had "advertising contracts" with several 
major firms. GERNAEY stated "food samples given to MEZERIK for advertising 
research were turned oyer to the Communist Party for use at Red-sppnsored 
picnics arid social affairs, schools and camps." (See SISS "Staff Summary," 
8-12-58.) 

GERNAEY previously testified before another Congressional Committee 
regarding MEZERIK. Appearing before the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities .(SCUA) ori October 18, 1938, GERNAEY characterized MEZERIK as a 
shrewd, businessman and a "very active Communist." The general content of 
GERNAY's 1938 testimony was similar to his recent revelations before the 
SISS. WALTER S. REYNOLDS, Chairman of a Subcommittee on Subversive Activities 
of The .American Legion Department of Michigan, testified before the SCUS five 
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days prior to GERNAEY's appearance. In identifying MEZERIK as an "active ; , ^ :s 
Communist," REYNOLDS stated that MEZERIK "has shown his pronounced ability to ; \ / 
obtain funds for the Communist movement from Detroit businessmen. In £he ^ 
belief that MEZERIK would advertize their, products,, they give MEZERIK ads 'feu t 
iater wake up to find out that they have been advertising* merely to hel^pr tHe; 
Communist Party « He has been assigned by the Communist Party to organize the 
so-called left-wing organizations in order to aline them against law and order 
and* public officials who make any moves against the Communist Party/' (See 
SCUA, Investigation of Un-American Pr9paganda Activities in the United States, 
Volume 2, 1938, pages 1327-1355 and 1470-1485 .) ~ 

Testimony of both GERNAEY and REYNOLDS before the SCUA reflected that 
MEZERIK was the organizer of the Michigan Conference for Protection of CiyjLl . 
Rights which later changed its title to the Michigan Civil Rights Federation*. 
The Michigan Federation, cited as a "subversive and Communist organization" by 
♦the* United States Attorney Generaly was an affiliate of the National Federation 
for Constitutional Liberties. In April 1946, the latter organization and .the 
International Labor Defense merged to form the Civil Rights Congress,* a cited 
Communist-front. Subsequently, the aforementioned Michigan Civil Rights Fed- 
eration was -succeeded by the Michigan Chapter of the Civil Rights Congressv 
(See Housef Committee on Un-American Activities, /HUAC/, Guide To Subversive 
Organizations and Publications, 1957, pages 25 and. 56; and SCUA, Appendix IX", 
1944, pages 1056 and 1057.) 

MEZERIK was Chairman of the American Nobel Anniversary Forum and 
Dinner, held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York City on January ll r 1958. 
A printed program of the affair, which MEZERIK edited, reflected the names of 
those in attendance, including Nobel Peace Prize winners ALBERT SZENT-G^YJORGYI 
and CARL LINUS PAULING. The record of PAULING 's left-wing affiliations,^ 
In the 'October 1, 1957, March 15 and September 1, 1958 issues' of the Fir ing 
Line . According to the SISS, MEZERIK is "accredited as a United .Nations cor- 
respondent as the operator of a special newsletter service." 

The recently established International Review Service (IRS) is published 
by MEZERIK at his previously mentioned New York City address. An IRS brochure 
stated the newsletter analyzes and reviews "big international problems" which* 
are J?written without regard for any single national or special interest." In. 

describing.,its. activities,, IRS statedLitSr "publications x,e,f lect .the access & f v 
its correspondents to< the comprehensive facilities available at United Nations 
headquarters, where IRS maintains a full-time bureau. IRS correspondent s*. * 
attend meetings and press conferences at the world organization arid work closely 
with delegates of the 82 member nations. IRS consults with United Nations 
research in all United Nations agencies, including those in Paris, Geneva, 
Santiago, Bangkok, etc." Revealing it "has closest contact with wire services 
and important correspondents from all over the world," the bulletin "itself 
furnishes news to newspapers." MEZERIK 1 s newsletter claims "United Nations 
officials and information centers use IRS publications." 

The IRS, which maintains an U.N. bureau in room 352 at the United 
Nations Secretariat building, Lake Success, New York City, states it "has no, 
official connection" with the world government organization. A recent brochure 
of the IRS listed PHYLLIS GREENE as Associate Editor of the newsletter. .Each 
IRS monthly report "is devoted to- a single major international problem." IRS 
publications have contained summaries on the following subjects: "Disarmament: 




Postwar Through 1957," "Colonialism and the United Nations," "Economic Aid 
for Underdeveloped Countries," "Food and Population," "The United Nations 
Emergency Force," "The Refugee Problem in the Middle East, 11 "The Suez Canal,* 1 
"The Internatibnai Atomic Energy* Agency, " "Radiation Hazards 1 , " Representation 
of China 'in* the United Nations^" and "The Arms Race-Satellites, Missiles, 
Nuclear ♦ " 

The newsletter stated its publications have received favorable com- 
ments from several United Nations officials. According to an' IRS brochure* 
CAREY McWILLIAMS, editor of The Nation magazine, wrote that MEZERIK's report 
on "The Refugee Problem in the Middle East" x*as the "best thing ,of its kind 
I have seen." Readers will recall that McWILLIAMS has been identified in 
sworn testimony as a member of the Communist Party. The September 1, 1958 
Firing Line reported both McWILLIAMS and LINUS CARL PAULING spoke at a rally 
in New York City last June under the auspices of the Queens Coirmittee for a 
Sane .Nuclear Policy, an affiliate of the National Committee for 'Sane- Nuclear 
Policy. (See'HUAC, Annual Report for the Year 1956, page 66.) 

In April 1958, the National Agency for International Publications,, 
Inc., of 801 Third Avenue, New York City, mailed a letter from United Nations 
headquarters to subscribers of Impact. of Science on Society , a quarterly 
journal of the United Nations Educational', Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion (UNESCO). An authorized distributor of UNESCO literature, the National 
Agency for International Publications is a private enterprise and not a section 
of the United Nations. The letter stated in part as follows: "It is. , .a 
privilege to announce to our international clientele the addition of the Inter - 
national Review Service to our list of publications for world-wide* distribution. 
It comprises topical reports and analyses, independently compiled at the „ United 
Nations headquarters by an experienced staff oh the basis of direct 'day-to-day 
contact and on official documents. In the hands of its able eidtor, Mr. A. G. 
MEZERIK, it is impartial..." 

"It is an established factual service, well known for its reliable 
analyses and reviews of international problems and actions .. .You may wish, to* 
subscribe at once for a year's service or you may prefer to place a preliminary 
order for selected past issues.. .If, your interest in the United Nations, is 
immediate, the suggested subscription that includes the valuable query service 
would**suit «you *best*.^.We**await*-your response^- In a-separate^release^f-rer~ 
ceht date, the National Agency for International Publications stated IRS re- 
ports "are designed to convey an understanding of the issue. They are not- 
written from- a national viewpoint, to prove any theory or protect any interests. 
They are used. by governments, leading newspapers, major corporations, libraries, 
organizations and universities." 

AGNOSTICISM AND THE ENCAMPMENT FOR CITIZENSHIP 

The April 1, 1954 Firing Line contained a report on the background' 
and activities of the Encampment for Citizenship, a "summer educational pro- 
gram^ conducted at the Fieldston School*' in Riverdale, located on the northern 
edge of New York City. Sponsored by The American Ethical Union, an agnostic 
Federation of Ethical Societies, the inter-racial Encampment held its 13th 
Annual Session from June 29 - August 9', 1958 at the above* location. A re- 
cently dated leaflet described the Encampment "as a school, a kind of ex- 
perimental educational program - with lectures, small seminar discussion groups 
with faculty leaders, individual research projects, and field trips to leading 
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governmental and private agencies in New York City.. 11 An article appearing in 
the May 1957 edition of Parents 1 Magazine characterized the. Encampment as "a fc 
training ground for responsible citizenship." Our Firing Line reported that, 
. numerous officials of the Encampment had, records of affiliation with left-wing 
^ organizations. It also reported certain films shown at Encampment sessions* 
were either produced or edited by persons who had been affiliated with Commu- 
nist-front organizations. The Encampment currently utilizes the office facili- 
ties of The American Ethical Union at 2 West 64th Street in New York City. A 
February 1958 letterhead reflected the Encampment had a total of 59 Directors 
and 57/ sponsors. Its key officials were: MRS , FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, Honorary 
Chairman; MRS,. IRA S. ROBBINS, Chairman, of the Board; WILLIAM *G. SHANNON, 
Executive Director; ALGERNON D. BLACK, Education Director ; EDWARD F. BOYD f , 
Field Director; and ROSLYN GIRDANY, Administrative Assistant. 

of the 57 sponsors of the Encampment, the following 18 may be familiar 
to readers: DR. LYMAN BRYSON, NCRM&N COUSINS, DR. LLOYD K. GARRISON, FRANK P. 
GRAHAM, LESTER GRANGER, GRANVILLE HICKS, DR. H. GORDON^HULLFISH , . STANLEY M. 
ISAACS, DR. MQRDECAI WYATT JOHNSON, MAX LERNER, JUSTINE WISE POLIER, WALTER P. 
REUTHER, REV. JAMES H. ROBINSON, DR. HAROLD TAYLOR, DR. CHANNING H. TOBIAS, 
DR<. GOODWIN VJATSON; AUBREY WILLIAMS and DR. HCWARD. E . WILSON. Included among 
the Encampment's 68 co-operating agencies were: Abraham Lincoln Centre, 
Chicago, Illinois; Antioch College, Yellow Springs, Ohio; National Association 
for *the Advancement of Colored People; National Urban League; and the, Southern 
Regional Council, and its following affiliates - Florida Council on Human Re- 
flations, Louis iana Cpuncil on Human, Relations and Tennessee Council on Human- 
Relations. The Daily, Worker of December 1*, 195.4, page 6, reported JAMES E. 
JACKSON, JR., Communist Party National Committeeman and Party Southern Regional 
Secretary, "participated in the formation and, building" of the Southern Regional 
Council. Detailed accounts of this organization appeared iri the April 15, 
May 15, July 15, 1957 and- February 1, 1958 Firing Line . 

A new unit of- the Encampment was, held for the first time at the In- 
ternational House, near the campus of the University of California in Berkeley, 
from June 22 to August 2, 1958. Accommodating 75 s.tudents, ranging in age 
from 18 to 23, the Encampment's program included lectures and discussions .on. 
the subjects of "The Meaning of Democracy," "Human Relations," "Economic 
Issues," and "International Relations," Student workshops were also conducted 
on the following topics: political action, civil liberties, desegregation, 
juvenile delinquency,- education, labor relations,, farm problems and* inter- 
national affairs.. In describing its two sessions held simultaneously in 
California, and New York, the Encampment, 1 s, programs for both gatherings ap- 
peared to be identical. The Encampment claims its financial support is derived 
"largely from individual contributions supplemented by grants from several 
foundations." 

REASSESSMENT OF A SPLINTER GROUP : In July 1958, the United States 
Attorney General announced the* removal of the following three names of organi- 
zations from his list of, groups designated as subversive and Communist: 
Independent Socialist League and its' predecessors, the Workers Party and 
Socialist Youth League.. The National Republic magazine , dated. August 1958, 
reported the Department of Just: ice made* "it clear that the removal of, the 
above, organizations from the list does not mean that Federal Loyalty Boards 
cannot consider membership in these organizations as grounds for firing or 
refusing to hire Government workers." This action reduced the list to 283

ROVERE* was a -Contributing' Editor to Harper's Magazine from 1949 to 
1954 • In his 10-page article appearing in the May 1955 issue of Harper 1 s 
Magazine entitled "The Kept Witnesses," ROVERE attempted;^ , 
confidential security ' informant system 6f^var£dus^Uni£ed v 'S^ates intelligence 
organizations. Disparagingly labeling these '.patriotic security informants as 
"Kept Witnesses ," ROVERE claimed that they "Have been given an opportunity to 
foul American due process and quite a bit else besides." The Ford Foundation's 
Fund for the Republic stated in its Three-Year Report , dated I May 31, 1956, page 
58, the Fund subsidized the reprinting and distribution of 25,000 copies of 
"The Kept Witnesses"' article to business executive^ and labor officials. 

The l£y 17 v 1957 edition of the Communist Daily Worker, pages . 6 and 7, 
listed ROVERE as having signed an American Civil Liberties Union statement 
declaring concern over certain private organizations in the United" States which 
are exercising "censorship activity" in the field of curbing iniaorality in 
literature. ROVERE was an Assistant Editor of The Nation magazine from 1940 
to 1943 and since 1944, has been a Staff Writer for The New Yorker magazine. 
He purirently contributes articles to numerous periodicals. 

COMMUNIST PROPAGANDIST RESURRECTS MATUSOW CASE ' ' 1 

A new book entitled Notes on a National Scandal by prolific Communist 
writer ALBERT EUGENE KAHN, whose works "were made required reading for American 
prisoners" held by the Chinese Communists during the Korean .War, , is due to be 
released by its publisher this month. KAHN, an identified Communist Party 
leader who "used a United States passport extensively to attend Communist * meetings 
abroad," has capitalized on the recent recantation of HARVEY M #1 MATUSCW to 
attack the Federal Government's confidential security informant 1 system, Congress- 
ional Investigating Committees, the Department of Justice and its investigative 
arm, the Federal Bureau of Investigation. (See Senate internal Security Sub- 
committee y Strategy arid Tactics of World Communism, Part 12, 1955, pages 1188- 
1196; and^Communist Passport Frauds, 1958, pages 64r67.) 

Investigation by the Senate Infernal Security Subcommittee in 1955 
revealed i&TUSOW's book False Witness was "a confection of falsehoods which 
\ was\prepared under the direction of NATHAN WITT and* ALBERT E i KAHN;" The 
Senate Subcommittee reported the Communist "immediate goal" in publishing 
False Witness "was to secure new trials in the case of Communist leaders who 
had been convicted. Its broader and long range goalssweret to discredit Govern- 
ment witnesses, the Department of Justice^ the Courts", the FBI and Congress ioriar 
Investigating Committees, and thus to immobilize the proseciitiori and .investi- 
gation of the Communist conspiracy." 

KAHN's Notes on a National Scandal is a compilation of 'his personal 
memorandums and other files pertaining to the preparation and publication of 
False Witness « On March 7 and 8, 1955, during the Senate Subcommittee's probe 
of the MkTUSCW matter, KAHN appeared before the Subcommittee and invoked the 
Fifth Amendment '''regarding his alleged Communist activities or affiliations." 
In addition -to being an identified Communist Party functionary, KAHN has sup- 
ported *over 25 of its front organizations arid participated in. activities in- 
volving contacts with officials of Soviet Military Intelligence ♦ , 



and subsequently became an assistant to the editor of The Dispatcher , the 
. off icial newspaper of the ILWU. (See "People's World", 4-5-58, page 10.) 

In its 1948 report, the Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the California Legislature found that "SIDNEY ROGER is an im- 
portant Communist functionary." According to pages 215-219, ROGER'S lengthy 
affiliations with the Communist Party and its front apparatuses were described 
in detail. The California Senate Conimittee summarized his record as follows; 
"SIDNEY ROGER, radio commentator over Radio Station KGO in San Francisco, ls # 
a paid functionary of the Communist Party. Many of his broadcasts follow, not 
only the substance of the propaganda of the Communist publication, the People's 
Daily World (now People's World ), but in many cases follow the paper's language. 
ROGER twists and squirms with each change of the Communist Party line and spreads 
the Kremlin's propaganda to anyone who tunes in his program." 

CULTURAL EXCHANGES WITH THE SOVIET UNION 

On January 27, 1958, the Governments of the United States and tfre^"^ 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics signed a two-year agreement for cultural 
and scientific exchanges. Under this new arrangement, many Americans and 
Russians representing numerous professions have already participated in the 
exchange program. The official agreement included exchanges in the following 
fields: agricultural, athletics, cinematography, educational, industrial, 
governmental, medical, musical, publications, radio, television, scientific 
and youth. 

Over the past several years, the Soviet Union and its Communist 
Party, U.S.A. , have been agitating for an official agreement on cultural ex- 
changes.^ The importance placed on this program by the international Communist 
movement was partly reflected in the April 1, 1958 edition of American Soviet 
Facts a bulletin of the Communist-front, National CoWil of American-Soviet 
Friendship. This issue, completely devoted to the subject of cultural ex- 
changes, announced on page 3 that JOSEPH POLOWSKY, Secretary of the American 
Veterans of the Elbe River Link-Up, had invited for a reunion in Washington, 
D. C, on April 25, 1958, Russian soldiers who met. Americans at the Elbe River 
in Germany during World War II. 

POLOWSKY, a 40-year old Chicago, Illinois bus driver and son of 
Russian immigrants, has been instrumental in forming the aforementioned organi- 
zations* Go^ranemoratiri^the < ^ 10th^aririiversary^of thVTSUfe* Tllver^meetf irig, fOtOWSK?" 
and Several former American soldiers visited Moscow in May 1955 at: the invi- 
tation of the Soviet Government. Continuing the association with the Russian 
veterans, POLOWSKY 1 s organization staged a reunion in the United States two 
months ago. It was not, however, sponsored by the Department of State <nor was 
it a part of the official cultural exchange program. The 9 Americans and 5 
Soviet veterans who attended the April 1958 reunion were given a formal reception 
at the Russian Embassy by Soviet Ambassador MIKHAIL A. MENSHIKOV. (See "The Sun" 
(Baltimore, Maryland), 4-25-58, page 4; and "Chicago Magazine", July 1955, 
pages 36 and 39.) 

In attendance at the Soviet reception was M&NDEL TERM&N, a neighbor 
and friend of POLOWSKY. TERM&N, a Chicago businessman, announced that he 
intended .to contribute $800 to $1,000 to help defray the cost of the Soviet 
veterans' visit in the United States. TERMAN declared "that any money he 
gave to POLCWSKY would be entirely a personal gift, 'because I have known JOE

When TERMAN 1 s ex- 
tensive record of affiliations with subversive organizations was introduced 
at the hearing, TERM&N declared "that he did not wish to 'testify either way 1 " 
regarding his dossier* TERMAN, while admitting Chairmanship of the Chicago 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship, invoked the Fifth Amendment when asked 
whether his wife and 4 brothers were members of the Communist Party. (See Senate

Listed among ^CERMAN's record of subversive affiliations were: Amer- 
ican Slav Congress, j International Workers Order, Midwest Committee for Pro- 
tection of Foreign Born,* National Federation for Constitutional Liberties, 
Progressive Citizens of America, Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, Civil 
Rights Congress, American Youth for Democracy and the Chicago Committee to 
Secure Justice for the Rosenbergs. He has contributed financially to the 
Abraham Lincoln School, American Committee for Spanish Freedom, American Peace 
Crusade and the Communist '^Party. In 1945 TERMAN "gave his automobile to" the 
Soviet Union and in 1950 v , ^ie was "reported to have said he would 'gladly die 
for Russia^'i* (See Senate ^Internal Security Subcommittee, Strategy and Tactics 
of World Communism^ Part 9 y 1955, pages 803-805.) 

SOVIET PROPAGANDA A IKED AT OUR STUDENTS 

In its Annual Report for the Year 1957, the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities revealed that when the Communist Daily Worker suspended 
publication on January 13, 1958 for "lack of funds", the international Com- 
munist apparatus was "reaching 1,000 times the circulation of the Daily Worker 
through political propaganda which floods this country every day, as part of 
a multi-billion dollar operation..." One distributor of this Communist poison 
is the International Union of Students (IUS), located Vocelova 3, Prague XII, 
Czechoslovakia. Founded in August 1946 by another international Communistr 
front, the World Federation of Democratic Youth, the IUS claims a membership 
of more than 5 million students in 71 countries, including the United States. 
(See "Firing Line", 4-15-57 and HUAC, Guide To Subversive Organizations and 
Publications, 1957, pages 48 and 94.) 

The IUS publishes the following 7 periodicals in 8 languages: 
Agristud (Agricultural Student), Architectual Student , Education Student , 
Medical Student , News Service , World Student News and Young Film . Illustrating 
a typical example of the current distribution of IUS literature to American 
students, the Firing Line staff recently received a report from an alert 
student at the School of Medicine of Temple University in Philadelphia, ad- 
vising that the School's Student Council regularly receives copies of IUS 1 
Medical Student on an unsolicited basis. The Washington Office of the American 
Medical Association was immediately informed regarding this incident.

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REPORT ON THE CAMPAIGNS TO DESTROY 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES 

With the convening of the First Session of the 86th Congress on 
January 7, 1959, certain subversive and left-wing organizations in the United 
States are expected to launch vicious attacks against the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HUAC) for the avowed purpose of terminating the Com- 
mit tee" s~ex"is t¥riceT^Actfivities of "several of these ^roups'which^have b 
mentioned in previous issues of the Firing Line , while strikingly similar in 
purpose, do not all reflect origin from a common source. 

One of the major organizations initiating an abolition campaign is 
the left-wing American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) and its Southern Cali- 
fornia affiliate. Foundation for the latest ACLU attack against the HUAC 
was actually laid on February 19, 1958, when the ACLU's national organization 
petitioned the Supreme Court of the United States "to rule conclusively that 
the House Un-American Activities Committee has no right to inquire into a 
person's political beliefs and associations. 11 The ACLU statement was in 
support of LLOYD BARENBLATT, a former V&ssar College psychology instructor, 
who appealed a contempt of Congress conviction. BARENBLATT was cited for 
contempt following his appearance before the HUAC on June 28, 1954, based 
jipon his refusal to answer numerous questions regarding alleged membership 
and activities in the Communist Party. (See ACLU, "Civil Liberties," March 
1958, page 1.) 



Following his conviction, BARENBLATT appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia. When the Court of 
Appeals, upheld BARENBLATT 1 s conviction in January 1957, he promptly took , his 
*case to the Supreme Court. On the basis of the Court's decision in the JOHN 
^T7T?£TKINST2ase7^ t o^tfie^Cdur t 

of Appeals for reconsideration on June 24, 1957. For a second time, the Court 
of Appeals on January 16, 1958, upheld BARENBLATT's conviction. Shortly after 
the ruling, the ACLU joined in a second appeal to the Supreme Court on which 
there has been no decision to date. (See HUAC, Annual Report, 1957, page 10; 
"The New York Times," 3-31-58, page 16; and "The Washington Daily News," 11- 
18-58, page 14.) 

According to the ACLU, "the significance of the Union's petition 
(in the BARENBLATT case) lies in its request that the high court rule that 
its decision last June (17, 1957) in the WATKINS case specifically prohibits 
inquiry by the Un-American Activities Committee into political beliefs and 
associations. The WATKINS decision, in a case also supported by the ACLU, 
reversed a contempt conviction because the witness was not informed of the 
nature of the inquiry and the 'pertinency' of the questions concerning Com- 
munist associations. However, it also criticized the Committee's 'exposure 1 
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of persons accused of Communist ties and the vagueness of the term 'un-Amer- 
ica^'." In announcing the * ACLU had "assumed primary responsibility' 1 for the 
BARENBLATT case in February 1958, ACLU Executive Director PATRICK MURPHY MALIN 
"said the Union hoped the Supreme Court would 'finally determine the unconsti- 
tutionality of the Committee's (HUAC) mandate 1 ." (See ACLU, "Civil Liberties," 
March 1958, page 1.) 

On July 31, 1956, MALIN stated the ACLU "believes that the letter 
and spirit of the First Amendment make the mandate of the HUAC unconstitution- 
al or unwise, or both. That has been the Union's belief ever since the Com- 
mittee was established in the late Nineteen Thirties. . .So this is the time to 
urge that no Committee with such a mandate should, be appointed when £he new Coji< 
gress convenes next January (1957.") An ACLU brief filed with the Supreme 
Court on September 6, 1958, on behalf of BARENBLATT directly challenged the 
authority of the HUAC. The ACLU brief asserted that the HUAC "lacks authority 
to conduct any investigation or to compel testimony ... (and) tjiat tjie Consnittee 
violates due process and unconstitutionally tries to restrain freedom of be-" 
lief, -expression and. association protected by the First Amendment," (See "The 
New York Times," 10-27-58, page C-29.) 

ENTER ACLU OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 

Supplementing the national ACLU's spearheading attack against the 
HUAC is the probing flank movements of its Southern California affiliate. 
The September 1958 issue of The Open Forum , a monthly organ of the Southern 
California ACLU stated it had filed a $20,000 damage suit in the Ninth United 
States District Court charging that the HUAC "is an illegal Committee of Qgjir 
gress." The suit was on behalf of DONALD WHEELDIN and ADMIRAL GE QRGE DAWSON^ 
who had been subpoenaed by the HUAC to appear before Committee hearings sched-r 
uled to commence on September 2, 1958. The complaint asked the Court to "quash 
the subpoenas issued to WHEELDIN and DAWSON pending a hearing on the legality" 
of the HUAC. 

According to The Open Forum , WHEELDIN and DAWSON "claim tfcey woul^d 
be 'publicly accused of disloyalty, adjudged guilty without a hearing, ancf 
rendered unemployable' if forced to appear before the Committee. WHEELDIN 
left the Communist Party because of 'fundamental differences with it,' but 
would not be a 'cooperative' witness before the Committee. DAWSON also would 
not be a cooperative witness." It is noteworthy that the September 1 ? 1958 
editioa-of the National ^Guardian reflected WHEELDINi was a former .employ t ee^of A ^ 
the People's World , "the official organ of the Communist Party on the west 
coasp:" (See HUAC, Guide To Subversive Organizations and Publications, 1957, 
page 100.) 

The Southern California ACLU, at its Legislative Action Conference 
held at Baces Hall, 1528 North Vermont, Los Angeles on November 15, 1958, 
launched a month-long petition campaign urging 17 California .Congressmen "tp 
offer at the opening of the 86th Congress a resolution to eliminate the Com- 
mittee v on Un-American Activities from the list of Standing Committee's of the 
House of Representatives." On the basis of the Southern California ACLU's 
total membership of 4,000, every member was asked to secure 25 signatures to 
meet the petition campaign goal of 100,000. ALAN BARTH, who has been an ACLU 
National Committeeman since 1952, was the keynoter at the aforementioned 
Conference. Currently on leave as a "chief editorial writer" for the Wash - 
ington Post and Times Herald , BARTH was identified in the March 15, 195A 
Firing Line as a severe critic of the FBI. In addition to "mailing out 
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petitions to* its own members," the National Guardian of November 24, 1958, , T 
page 1, reported the Southern Calif ornia' ACLU "has- asked other organizations 
and individuals to do the same. 11 The. Los Angeles edition of the People's 
World , /dated November 15, 1958,. page* 3, stated "one organization to announce 
immediate support and assistance\was the Los Angeles Committee to Preserve 
.American Freedoms (accurately known . as the Citizens Committee to Preserve 
American Freedoms), whose central aim has been the outlawing of the Un-American 
Committee and similar state inquisitorial Committees." MRS. DOROTHY MARSHALL 
. is the Citizens Committee's Chairman and FRANK WILKINSON is the group's Execur 
* .tive Secretary. (See "The Open Forum," November 1958, page 1.). 

Both MRS ♦ MARSHALL and WILKINSON described the Southern California, 
ACLU "petition pampaign as I tjie ftipst important ^development in the country' 
in the move to end the 20-year reign of the un-Americans (HUAC.") Accompanied* 
by a letter, MRS. MARSHALL reportedly mailed ACLU petitions to "5,000 homes" * 
in that State. In its report entitled, "Operation Abolition," dated November 
13, 195 7 the HUAC stated the "majpr adjunct of the Emergency Civil Libert ies 7 
.Coomibtee XECLC)^in„.the .Calif orpia^area* is jan organization., 4e b sjLggg.^ing^it4^t£ j* 
$ s . fJ 1 ? P*?^?® 1 ?? Cpgaraitpee to Preserve American Freedoms ." Full disclosures 
cpncerning "the'acViyities of the* ECLC, an identified Communist -front , have 
appeared in recent issues of the Firing Line . (See HUAC, Guide To Subversive 
Organizations and Publications, 1957, page 38.) 

.On August 13, 1958, the House of Representatives cited WILKINSpN 
for contempt of Congress and forwarded his case to the Department of Justice 
for possible, prosecution. This action stemmed |rom, WILKINSON'S uncooperative 
appearance before an HUAC hearing in Atlanta /Georgia, on July 30, 1958. 
.WILKINSON has .been identified as a member of the Corrmunist Party. HUAC 
Chairman FRANCIS E . WALTER stated on August 8, 1958, the HUAC "had information 
that WILKINSON is 'fhe guiding light' *pf the ECLC, and had been designated by 
the .Conrnunist Party to manipulate that Committee and some o£ its affiliated 
organizations." According to an ECLC mimeographed letterhead* dated August ,12 , 
1958, WILKINSON "amicably" left the employ of # t|ie ECLC prior to August 1, 1958, 
however, J 'remains a member" of the ECLC's National Council. (See "The Evening 
Star," /Washington, p. Cj 8.-14-58, page A-21.) 

During September 1958, the Southern California ACLU inserted "politi- 
cal advertisements" in five Los Angeles newspapers attacking the HUAC. for .con- 
ducting hearings in that city. The ACLU statement was signed by 98 individuals 
^who^urged- that ^letters, ,6fi-pr -Jn-addition- 
to the ACLU sponsored petitions and" letter writing campaigns, the Communist 
Party and its 600 fronts are pbviousjly very actively engaged in similar pro- 
jects to attempt to abplish the HUAC during tjie 86th Congress. It is reliably 
reported >the Communist Party, "making use of their fellow travelers and dupes, 
plus their 'united front tactic, '...can have 50,000 letters on any issue sent 
to Capitol Hill or the White House inside of 72 hours." As a Legionnaire or 
as another patriotic American who has wholeheartedly endorsed the effective 
anti-subversive efforts of the House Committee on Un-American Activities - 
What are you going to do to counteract these intensified abolition campaigns ? 

ON THE RELIGIOUS FRONT 

Several pronouncements of the Fifth World Order Study Conference 
held in Cleveland, Ohio, in November 1958 have been strongly repudiated by 
certain Protestant clergy, laymen and other God-fearing, thinking Americans. 
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Sponsored by the National Council of the Churches of Christ in the U.S.A., 
600 delegates to the World Order Study Conference unanimously urged that 
Communist China be granted diplomatic recognition by the United States and 
admitted to the United Nations • Other statements adopted by the Conference 
called for "stronger efforts should be made to break through the present stale- 
mate and to find ways of living with the Communist nations ♦ Sometimes this is 
called 'co-existence,' but we are concerned with something more than the 
minimum meaning of the word. Our relationship with the Communist nations should 
combine competition between ways of life with cooperation for limited objectives, 
our resistance to Communist expansion goes with recognition of the fact that 
Communist nations as nations, have their own legitimate interests and their 
own reasonable fears. We should avoid the posture of general hostility to them 
and cease the practice of continual moral lectures to them by our leaders. 11 

These statements were part of a 5,000-word document entitled, "Mess- 
age to the Churches." It is interesting to note that the entire statement was 
prepared b^f a 23-member Conference Committee !, headed" by the REV. DR. JOHN 
COLEMAN BENNETT, Dean of the Faculty of tlie undenominational Union Theological 
Seminary of New York City. Readers will recall that certain views of DR. 
BENNETT appearing in the August 15, 1953 Firing Line are seemingly similar in 
vein to some of the aforementioned pronouncements adopted by the World Order 
Study Conference. At the close of the Conference, REV. DR. EDWIN THEODORE 
DAHLBERG, President of the National Council of Churches, stated: "It is to be 
hoped that our Government and the United Nations will take to heart the mess- 
age and findings of this Conference." A report on DR. DAHLBERG 1 s background 
was contained in the January 15, 1958 Firing Line . (See "The Evening Star," 
/Washington, D. Cj> 11-22-58, page B-13; "The New York Times," 11-22-58, page 
C-8; and "Firing Line," 12-1-58.) 

On November 22, 1958, both REV. DR. DANIEL A. POLING and REV. DR. 
NORMAN VINCENT PEALE issued strongly worded statements repudiating the Con- 
ference pronouncements regarding Communist China. DR. POLING said he believed 
"that this action misrepresents my Protestant faith. With every influence 
that I have, I repudiate it... I maintain that this resolution represents only 
the men who endorsed it and not the Protestant community of the United States 
...Certainly the National Council of Churches. . .must accept full responsibility 
for this action." DR. PEALE declared he was "one minister who is completely 
opposed to recognition of Communist China and the admission of that ruthlessly 
totalitarian government to the councils of nations." According to DR. PEALE, 
"were this government to recognize Red China, the millions living under Commu- 
nist tyranny would feel completely abandoned and in despair would give up all 
hope of resistance. Communist power would sweep over the entire Far East and 
creep nearer to us across the Pacific." (See "The New York Times," 11-24-58, 
page C-32; and "The Sunday Star," /Washington, D. C J 11-23-58, page A-10.) 

Speaking before the Conference prior to the adoption of the con- 
troversial pronouncements, Methodist Bishop G. BROMLEY CXNAM claimed "too 
much of our policy is based on fear of Communism rather than faith in freedom - 
'let the hysterical stay under the beds as they search for the Communists... 1 " 
On December 3, 1958, the General Board of the National Council of Churches 
disclaimed responsibility for the Conference's resolution in Communist China. 
(See "Cleveland Plain Dealer," 11-19-53; and "The New York Times," 12-4-58, 
page C-19.)

.« The New York Post of September 23 and The Worker of October 5, 1958, 
reported. 34" individuals signed a letter to President EISENHOWER urging "ex- 
ecutive 'clemdncy" for imprisoned Communist Party national leaders GILBERT GREEN 
and IenRY WINSTON. Both GREEN and WINSTON jumped bail on July 2, 1951 follow^ 
ing unsuccessful court appeals of their- Smith Act convictions. According to 
the NSvember&S, 1958 Firing Line , 5 of the 34 signers are current supporters 
of Highlander Folk School of Monteagle, Tennessee. It is interesting to note, 
that of these 34 persons, the following 7 were among the 35 who were affiliated 
with the recent Denver Smith Act petition: J. FRANK DOB IE, REV. JOHN- HAYNES 
HOLMES BRUNO LASKER, ALEXANDER MEIKLEJOHN, A. J. MUSTE, CLARENCE E. PICKETT 
and NORMAN THOMAS. Others who signed the GREEN-WINSTON petition included the 
following whose names may be familiar to readers: FYKE FARMER, HOWARD FAST, 
STANLEY ISAACS, MAYNARD C. KRUEGER, REV. JOHN PAUL JONES, DOROTHY KENYON,, JOHN 
A. LAPP and REV. ARTHUR L. SWIFT. 

A quarter-page advertisement containing the full text of the afore- 
mentioned amnesty letter to President EISENHOWER concerning the GREEN-WINSTON 
case was inserted, in The San Francisco Chronicle of December 12, 19.58, accord- 
ing to the Communist People's World of December 20', 1958. "The ad also con- 
tained a published statement by MRS. ELEANOR ROOSEVELT describing the ,Smith. 
Act convictions as 'dangerous to the traditions of a free country and an ex- 
tract from a New York Post editorial, which said the continued imprisonment 
of GREEN and WINSTON is 'a reminder of the unhappy period, when Communists were 
jailed for the doctrines they preached..." 1 The purpose of the advertisement 
was plainly an appeal "for letters and wires to President EISENHOWER, urging 
him to free WINSTON and GREEN." 

In recent months there has been increased nation-wide activity, on 
the part of certain subversive and left-wing, organizations agitating for 
parole of the two ex- fugitive Communist revolutionaries. On October 5, 1958, 
approximately 500 supporters of GREEN and WINSTON attended a Parole Dinner -at 
the Hamilton Hotel in Chicago, Illinois. Those- affiliated with the affair in- 
cluded: REV. WILLIAM T. BAIRD, EUGENE DENNIS, KERMIT EBY,. ROYAL W. FRANCE, 
MISS PEARL M. HART, CLAUDE and GERALD INE LIGHTFOOT, HARVEY O'CONNOR, REV. ALVA 
.TOMPKINS, JOHN B. THOMPSON, ROBERT THOMPSON and CARL WINTER. A Cabaret -Recep- 
tiiJh^for GREEN and WINSTON was reportedly held at Larchmont Hall, 118 North 
Larchmont Boulevard, Los Angeles, California on December 14, 1958, under the 
aj&piges of the Los Angeles Amnesty Committee. The Worker of January 4, 1959, 
sl^teff over 300 persons who attended a Bronx (New York) Christmas Amnesty Con-
